Gage
in relation to Mr. Sumuer's grent speech of last
winter to which he was compelled to nssent, Nre,
Glfe hnd disoovered that r, Sumner protested
aguinat taxation and male representition, nnd not
i word was sald by that gentleman against the
granny of mxlug women withoat Eiving them

eright of representation. He wonld say to gen.
tlemen that Mrs, Ellzabetth Oady Staoton, Mrs,
Francis D. Gage aud Mrs. Susan B. Anthony were
At their heels with their banners Aying, and they
were after them persistently and sharply.

Toward the conclusion of his speech Mr. Cowan
reéad a letter from Mr. Wade to Mrs., Susan B,
Anthony, written last summer, in favor of femile
suffrage. If his amendment were adopted he (Mr,
CUowan) would yole for the bill, He wounld not be
afrald of negro suffrage if female suffrage went
with It. He would not be the first to propose any
change on the matter of suffrage, but if any
change was 1o be made, it pught 1o be n radical and
fundamental one of this kind, He was in good
earnest in offering this amendment. He was not
50 blind us not 1o see the eigns of the coming

times,

Mr, MORRILIL, of Maine, enid he could not be-
lieve that DMr. Cowan had been arguing to con-
vince the Senate in favor of his proposition.
While the majority in the Senate intended to be
radionl, they (ntended to be rational algo, and all
the efforts of their enemies to mnke them ridica-
lous would be upsuccessful. He wounld not con-
sent to see Mr. Qowan pretend to indorse radical-
iem for the purpose of brenking itdown., It was
the old device 0 make a measure odious in order
to defeat it. Mr. Cowan did not believe in the
principle he urged. He was simply trying to
make misohief, but he would not suceeed.

Mr. Morrill, In conclusion, reglied to the legal
argoments of Mr. Cownn, that the proposition to
disfranchise those who had participated (n the re.
bellion of the right of franchise was on the nature
of an ¢z post faclo law, and therefore unconstitu-
tional., He contendad that no punishment was in-
tended or inflicted. It was simply & proposition
looking to the future, and tking away a trust from
those who had shown themsel ves unworthy of it

Mr, COWAN resumed the floor in reply to Mr.
Morrill, maintaining that to deprive & man of the
right of suffrage was a punishment, and as now
proposed, was in the nature of an e» posl facio luw,

1. WADE, of Ohlo, sald he had not intended
to take part in this discnssion,because the first day
of the last session of Oougress he introduced the
original bill, to which the commiitee had made
severil amendments, which he supposed suffi-
olently demonstrated to all what his views on this
subject were., His views were not of any sudden
growth.

He had always been of the oplnlon that the right
to vote in a Republican government ought to be
limited only by years of diseretion. He had alwnys
belleved that it would be safe when the laws of the
countr
when they had fixed simply an age of majority
and of compelancy to mansge their own affulrs as
the gualifieation for suffruge. He did not belleve
any such rule was unsafe. He imagined that the
uneatety wns entirely on the other side, for jastin
proportion as you limit this franchise, you create
in some degree an aristocracy or irresponsible go-
vernment, and gentlemen muast baa litte tinctured
'with the fear of Republican sentiment when they
fear thé extended mght of suffrage.

If he (Mr, Wade) believed, ns some gentlemen
did, that to participate in government required
intellects of the highest chiarscter, the greatest
persplonoity of mind, the greatest discipline from
education and experience; If only such persons
should be permitted to participate in the govern-
ment, he shonld know that a republican form of

overnment could not live, It was beosuse he

Leved that all that was essential in government
for the weltare of the community was the plain,
simple level of the weakest intellects, that he be-
lleved this government ought to stand and wonld
stand for ever, Who s it that ought to be pro-
tected by this republican governmentl! Oertaloly
it is the weak and the ignorant, who have no other
maoner of defending their rights except through
the ballot-hox. The argnment for aristocracies and
monarchies had ever been thatthe people did not
Enow enongh to take care of any form of gov-
sroment.

As 10 the pendiog amendment, he intended to
wvote for it. He might not have introduged 1t becauss
this mﬁt not be the best Umeand place to agitate
Lhe subject; but ns to the right of women Lo vole
be bad no doubt whatever. He was fully con-
vinoed on - that subject, It would puzzle any one
to draw the line of demarcation between the fe-
males and the male in this respect, whils both were
alike subject to the same law. The time i= ap-
proaching, said Mr, Wade, when svery female in
the country will be responsible for the just gov.
sroment of the country as much &s the males

It
they participated in élections they must bs a part
of the militia,. Mr. Johnson read a portion of a
jetter from John Adems; in which the writer op-
posnd female snMrage, and gives his reasons for his
opposition. Those who favored the ding
amendment contended that women ahould have
the right of suffrage for their own protection,
He (M1, Jobuson) always supposed that the duty
of protection to lndies belonged to their husbands
and brothers, Lndies had never compiained that
they had not sufliclent protection. Some such com-
pinints had been made by & few, but they were
soch ns were yery properly denominated sirong-
minded women, Ladies were not anxious to par.
ticipate in election brolls and political excite
ment,

Mr. OOWAN asked 1f the presence of indies at
the polls would not tend to preserve order?

Mr, JOHNSON said 1t wonld pot. The kind of
men who crented such disturbanges were not to be
deterred from it by the presence of Indies. Aside
from all delioncy, what right had & woman to vote
when the right was denled to & boy until he wis
21, although he was put into the militia st 19]

Mr. WADE resomed the floor in adyooacy of
the nmendment, He spoke of the necessity of fe.
male suflrage to ennble women to prota¢t thom-
selves by the ennctment of just Inws,

Mr. FRELINGHUYSEN, alinding to & remark
from Mr. Johunson, that women votad in New
Jersey, snid thatin eertaln looal elections they did
at one time, but not at present. He would say fur-
ther, thit the women of New Jersey did not want
to vote, Niope hundred and ninety-nine ont of
every thousand women of :\marlc& wanted no
vote, bul that they now exercised rongh their
Influence upon men. Thelr mission was highar
and holier, He conld sre no connection between
the vwo coves 0f women and negroes.

Pending the considerntion of Mr. Oownn's
fsmendment, on motion of Mr. DOOLITTLE, the
Senate adjourned.

Mr. LAWRENCE. of Pennsylvanin, explained
aud advocated the provisions of the bill.

Mr. SHELLABARGER, of Ohblo,

Mr, STEVENS, of Peninsylvania, sald—I have
always looked upon bills thut have evidently been
prepired for the purpose ot nscertaining bow we
oan conviet men, whom we cannot conviet under
the law under which the crime was committed,
with great distrust. 1 do notbelleve that it be-
comes this nation. I donot belleve that It is sife
for us to undertnke Lo pass Iaws by which we can
punish men, however guilty, who could not be
punished under the laws under which the crime
wiis committed. Oan wes now alter the Constitution

orime which the world will view partly as o f«lo
de g¢, nnd partly as a political offence, than (o at«
tempt now to pass laws lest malefaclors may es-

cape,

‘Flua professes to be a bill to make indeflnite the
time of prosecution for one of those offences which,
of nll others, should be queled by lapse of time.
Murder is a different thing. There are so many
eugaged, not only in treason, but in reballion, thixt
there must be some quieting law. And thereought
1o be, in my judgment; for it does not follow that
every traitor escnpes who is not prosscuted within
three yonrs from the time of the offence.

The statute of limitations nowhers runsin any
case, except it is possible to enforce the remedy.

Mr, Stevensspoke in support of his amendment.

would rewnard them all. The President understood
taking cnre of just such men, They were his na-
tional warde, He would punish them for thelr mean-
ness in erawling through suchslime, The very fact
of their acceptance of office was evidence that they
weére 100 mean to hoid it, and too dishonest to be
trusted with it, and that for at least one year they
should hold no office,

Mr. HALE, of New York, opposed ths amend-
ment. The distipgulshed gentleman from Penn-
sylvanin had been complimented by several of his
Associntes on hnvin" snddeénly become a conser-
vative, and he (Mr, Hale) was delighted to witnsss
and weloome his sccession 1o those ranks, but he
regretied lo gee that, with the zeal common to &
neophyte, be now went far beyond those who haed
been herstofore consldered ns in some manner sus-
talning the President.

He (Mr, Stevens) proposed to put into the hands
of the President such power as had never been in-
trusted 10 any man, Under the gentleman's amend-
ment the President might send bis (Mr. Stevens')
nrme (o the Senate foran oflice, and on the Senate
refosipg to confirm him he would be jucapable of
holding any other office for a year.

Mr. STEVENS réemarked that he would run the
rigk of being punished in that way.

Mr. HALE went on to remark, Io & vein of rall-
lery, that they all knew Mr. Stevens was com-
potent for any position on the face of the earth,
but yet the Senats m ght not desm him exnctiy the
pereon Lo be the colonel of & regiment, the capinin
Oof a ship, or the commander.in-chief of the army,
and might refuse to confirm his appolntment to
any of such positions if the President should no-
minale him, and the result would be that the
Country would be deprived of his valuable ser-
vices in the House. ughter.) In like manner,
if the President should desire to get rid of General
Grunt or Gen. Sherman, he had only 1o nominate
him for Chief Justice, and on being rejected by the
Senate the General wounld be renderad Incapavie of
holding his military position.

Mr. STEVENS insisted on his amendment, and
called for the yeas and nays.

The yeas and nnys were laken, and resulted—
yeas 15 nays 192,

B0 the amendment was 1 jscted, and the forther
oonsideration of the hill went over till to-morrow.
